brought things to fuch Extremities, as 
she ak but a ilerable fhare of Prudence 
at Moderation, have been eafily prevented. 
"Tis very rare that a Publick Difafter hap- 
pens between a Prince and his Subjeéts, with 
out apparent Errors and Indifcretions on both 
fides; tis in vain to attempt theParticulars here; 
but the Emperor’s forward feizing Count Peter 
Serini, the fevere Proceedings againft that 
Prince, a Perfon of fo greata Family, fo high- 
dy Ally’d to the greateft Families in Hungary , 
fo very Popular, and exceedingly belov’d by 
the People, Brother-in-Law to Count Frangi- 
mi, Uncle to Count Nadaffi, Father- in-Law 
to Prince Ragotski, &c. the Sentence of having 
the Right-hand. cut off, and afterwards the 
Head ; the latter of which was Executed up- 
on Serini and Frangipani, at Newftad, jn the 
Year 1671. This immoderate and unfeafona- 
ble Severity, fo rivetted’ the Averfion of the 
Hungarians, againft the Germans, as was the 
great means to make the Defeétion fo Univer- 
fal as it was, in the Year 1680, and $1. as has 


Noted already. 
pe The Encroachments of the Germents upon the 


Civil Liberties of Hungary, having this driver 
the People to Kae ches tae ufe of 
thofe Arms only to Redref their Grievances, 
only to Ax their Juft Rights upon lafting Foun- 
dations, and to prevent the Deftruébion. and 
Ruin of their Country for the Future; Thefe 
Papers fhouid never have been found refle@ting 
upon thems I fhould have been the laft Man i 

the Nation that fhould have been found fo much 
reproaching ourown Revolution, and the Na« 
tions applying tothe then Prince of Orange for 
Redrefs, as to blame the Aungarians for ta- 
king Arms to‘prevent the Tavafion of theit’Mx- 
tive Rights, and to Defend their Inheritance 
and Poffeffion, in Order toConvey Liberty and 
As fob unbroken. and entire, to their Pc 

erity. 

But fo far as thefe People, blinded by Pri- 
vate ends of any fort, perverted the Native 
Genuine end of taking Arms, vig. Right and 
Liberty; fo far as they fought their Private Ine 
tereft, the Affuming’ Powers they had before: 6 


Claim to fo feras they defiga’d, Depofing their 


Sovereign the Emperor, meerly for the take of 
fetting themfelves up in his Room 5. fo far they 
were meeryTraytors, Rebels.and Monfters, 
and all the Legal Claim to their own Rigtts 
and Liberties, died of Courfe. 
As ’tis too apparent thele Prineiples prevai@ 
in the Parties, Claiming a Rigbtto' take Arms s 
fo by their violent Methoas, laying afide al! 
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Dicderation ; the Poor and Well-meaning Pro- 
teitants, whofe end was meerly the Eftablifhment 
and Enjoyment of the free Exercife-of their Ke- 
ligion, and the Liberty of Serving and Worhhip- 
ing God according to his Command, and the 
Dectates of their cwn Confciencess a Right no 
Homan Power can Lawfully inhibit or reftrain, 
were drawn in to joyn with, and further the 
Wicked and Ambitious Defigns of other Men, 
which they had miftaken to be the fame with 
their own. 

And ’twas plain how thefe Innocent People 
were deceiv d by the Gonfequences ; for when the 
Caufe ran againft them, and the Imperial Pow- 
er prevail’, thefe felf-interefted, Private de- 
figning Men, one by one, dropt off from the 
Party, forfook the Caufe; and leaving the Poor 
Proteftants to pay for all, made their Peace with 


the Emperor. Thus Budiané, Efferbaf, Petrofi, 


and all the Leading Nobility of Aunzary, dropt 
off from the Caufes; Jeckely indeed was fo far 
in withthe Tarks, that he fed bimfelf with vain 
hopes of aturn of his Fortunes, till at Jaft he ap- 
peared inclinable to come in with the reft ; 
which the Turks being Jealous of, feiz’d him, and 
kept him fo long in Cuftody, till the Emperor 
having reduc’d the Party, made him no more 
offers that were worth his accepting. 

Let any Man fee here the Fruit of immode- 
rate Councils ; on the part of the Imperialift, 
they drove the Hungarians to Defperation, and 
forc’d them to Arms: Immoderate Councils on 
the Hungarian Part, drove them to the horrid 
Extreams of Subjecting a Chriftian Kingdom to 
a Tributary Capitulation, and giving up their 
Liberties to the Furks, to prevent them from the 
. Invafions of the Germans; immoderate Councils 
drove them to the meannefs of taking Orders 
from a Turkifh Bafla, and betraying the Pofts 
Committed to them by Montecuculi, the Chri- 
ftian General; Immoderate Councils led them 
to Depofe the Emperor, and''Capitulate with 
the Turk, to make Count Teckely King, make 
his Pofterity their Hereditary Princes, and fo 
part with their Eleétive Right, and at laft Sub- 
xt to the Turks by Article, to makeno Choice 
afterward, without the Grand Seignior’s leave. 

Here’s fighting for their Liberties with one 
hand, and parting ’em with the other! Here’s ta- 
king Arms to mainsain the freedom of giving their 
Liberties away! Here’s Men Malecontent with 
the Emperor’s infringing their Right of Eleati- 
en, at the fame time agreeing not to Choofe a 
a King, withows the Grand Seignior’s Confents

afraid the Emperor fhould make them an Here- 
ditary Kingdom, and yet agreeiag to Coun 
Teckely’s, and his Pofterity, being Hereditary 
Kings; Mutinying at the Taxes of the Ger 
mans, and yielding toan Ignominious Tribute 
to the Turks. 

What fhare the Proteftants, as fuch, had in 
this part of the Tragedy, does no where appear 
to me; nor doany ot the Relators of thofe’Times 
Charge them feparately or conjunétly, with ha- 
ving a hand in the Defign of Subjeéting the 
Kingdom to the Turks, or of bringing them 
down upon Europe. Sir Roger Manly tells us, | 
That indeed they having a moft confiderable 
Grievance to Complain ot, vz. The Liberty of 
their Religion intring’d, and their Right of 
Worthip reftrain’d, were the more eafi!y hook’d — 
in to joyn with the Nobility, as really believing 
they had nothing in their Delign, buc what was 
pretended, viz. the Liberty of their Country, 
and the Freedom of their ConfCiences.. - 

As the ProteftantDetign wasHoneft and Juft, fo 
they adher’d to it with che more Conffancy,and- 
refitted to the lafl Excremity ; and this brought 
the weight of the G:rmins Revengeswholly _ | 
upon them ; fo that whoever was the Author | 
of the Rebellion, it was the poor Proteftants 
that paid for all; The Imperial Indignation fell | 
upon them, and when the reft made their Peace, | 
by early returning to the Emperor’s Party, and | 
Abandoning the Proteftants and their Caufes 
the Proteftants Defended themfelves to the laft, 
and bore the weight ofa haughty, infulting, 
provok’d Nation. . 

Be it as it will, whether the Proteftants were 
drawn inor no, and how far they were drawn 
in, not aftually appearing, yet I lay this dowa 
as a Certainty, Thar ow far foever they were 
concerad with the Nobility, and defigniny Par- 
ty, in bringing down the 7urtijb Power upon 
Europe, in Invading the Emperor in ConjunQis 
on with the Ezrbariaxs, in Wafting, Burning, 
Ravaging and Deftroying the Chriitian Neigh 
bours, and in affifting the 7urls and 7arturs, as 
before 3 fo far they perverted the Right ef ta- ~ 
king Arms‘for felf Defence, and Maintenance of 
Religious or Civil Rights ; fo far they gave tle 
the Emperor too jufta Title to Opprefs them 
Since, andé-to Treat them Now.a:a Conquerd 
People; fo far they Trefpals’d upon their Cha- 
rity, and Brotherly Concern for all their F-llow 
Proteftants and Chriftians ‘n Europe, whole Ru- 
ine was im no unlikely forwardaeS by that At+ 
tempt, and who, had Vienne been taken, had 
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nis time, perhaps been fubjefted to Mabo- 
2 Bondage and Slavery 3 fo far they fign’d to 

the Deftruétion and Devaftation of Europe, both 
ina Religious and in a Civil Conftruetion , /o far 
they Engaged all the Proteftants of Ewrope,both 
to Fight and to Pray again{ft them, and made 
their Intereft disettly oppotite to. the Safety of 
_all the Church of God ; fo far, doubtlefs they 
were mifled and miftaken, and carried beyond 
what they really Profe(s’d, or indeed Defign’d.
